THE QUEEN AND THE PRINCE 
AND PRINCESS OF WALES. 


Her MAJESTY keeps Christmas at Osborne with 
Princess Beatrice and Prince Leopold. The Queen, 
accompanied by Princess Beatrice, arrived at 
Osborne yesterday week, shortly before two o'clock, 
having crossed over from Gosport in her Majesty's 
yacht Alberta, Captain Thompson. 

Her Majesty held a Council at Osborne оп Monday 
at one o'clock. Sir W. Harcourt, Sir Montigue 
Smith, and Sir E. Harrison, Deputy Clerk of the 
Council, were in attendance. Lord Justice Lindley 
was sworn im a member of her Majesty’s Council: 
Mr. Lennox Peel, chief clerk of her Majesty’s Privy 
Council, owing to serious indisposition, was not able 
to attend the Council. 

His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales arrived 
at Holkham last Monday evening from London on a 
visit to the Earl and Countess of Leicester. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales are now enter- 
taining a circle of guests at Sandringham. 

Prince Leopold on Батар in weather which 
was anything but agreeable, laid the foundation- 
stone of the new building for the establishmeut 
hitherto known as the Adult Orphan Institution, 
but henceforward to be called the Princess Helena 
College, and situated at Eaton-rise, Ealing. After 
the ceremony a cordial vote of thanks was, on the 
motion of Lord George Hamilton, passed to the 
Duke of Albany for his presence at the ceremony. 

On Saturday evening a special meeting of the 
Friends in Council Chapter of Royal Arch Masons, 
No. 1383, was held at the hall of the Supreme 
Council, 33, Golden-squaxe, for the purpose of in- 
stalling his Royal Highness the Duke of Albany, 
K.G., as First Principal of the Apollo (University) 
Chapter of Oxford, to which office he had been 
unanimously elected by the members of that chapter. 
His Royal Highness, who is Provincial Grand Master 
of Oxford in the Craft degree, has lately been 
appointed by the Prince of Wales as Superintendent 
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of that Province in the Royal Arch degree, and his 
installation in that office will shortly be held. 


THE. GOVERNMENT. 


We are glad to hear that a County Government 
Bill is being drawn for. the consideration of the 
Cabinet in January. Legislation on the land ques- 
tion is, so far as next Session is concerned, definitely 
laid aside, and the chief Parliamentary measure of 
1882 will be this bill establishing representative and 
responsible local government in the counties. , 

Mr. Gladstone’s secretary, in reply to a resolution 
from the Bath Young Men's Liberal Association 
urging reform in Parliamentary procedure, writes 
that the Premier observes that the need of reforming 
the procedure in the House of Commons and of sup- 
porting some measure of reform in it was fully 
admitted. Не is glad to receive such expressions of 
sentiment, and trusts that when the Government 
come to deal with the matter they will receive the 
requisite support from the country at large, 

Mr. Gladstone has, at the instance of Mr. 
M‘Lagan, M.P., advised а grant of £50 from the 
Royal Bounty Fund to Mrs. Branks, widow of the 
Rev. William Branks, late minister of Torphichen, 
author of  **Heaven Our Home," ‘Meet for 
Heaven," © Faber’s Teachings,” ‘‘ Lifein Heaven," 
and other books. , 

Lord Hartington and his colleague, Mr. Grafton, 
M.P., again met their constituents iu the North- 
Eastern Division of Lancashire on Saturday. The 
noble Marquis early.in the afternoon opened a 
Liberal Club at Brierfield, and, in doiug so, re- 
ferred to the necessity of maintaining Liberal 
organisation, especially in view of the unscrupulous 
attacks which the Opposition are now making 
on the Government, and the 
which they seem willing to enter into any com- 
bination to oust them from office. Later on, 
Lord Hartington addressed a large meeting of his 
constituents at Nelson, and met with an enthusiastic 
reception. In the course of his address he replied to 
Lord Lytton on the subject of his Afghan policy ; and 
to an attack made upon him by Lord Randolph 
Churchill for not deserting the Government. He 
remarked that Lord Randolph Churchill was 
chiefly worthy of notice because he had observed 
that what Lord Randolph said to-day the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury and Sir Stafford Northcote were 
disposed to say a few weeks later. Speaking on 
Irish affairs, the noble Marquis emphatically re- 
pudiated the idea that the Government did not feel 
the responsibility of the present position; but said 
if anything could decrease that responsibility, it was 
the reckless and heated accusations of their 
opponents. The necessity for a reform of the pro- 
cedure of the House of Commons was insisted on. 
A vote of confidence in the Government and in the 
noble Lord and hiscolleague was cordially voted. 


The Lord Lieutenant of Ireland has appointed Mr. 
E. D. Gray, М.Р:, to be High Sheriff of the City of 
Dublin for the year 1882. 

The seizure of arms, ammunition, and documents 
made by the Dublin police last Sunday morning 
turns out to be of very important character. In 
the house in Brabazon-row they captured a regular 
magazine and a number of Fenian documents. The 
seizure in this house included the following found 
in the front room:—22 breechloading rifles, one 
carbine, two sword bayonets, 400 rounds of revolver 
cartridges in a bag, 6000 rounds of revolver car- 
tridges under the bed, 100 rounds of cartridges, 
three flasks of gunpowder, one canister of shot, and 
a pike. In another room the police found a six- 
barrelled revolver, three rifle bayonets, some muzzle- 
loading cartridges, 12 hand grenades, a ladle, a gun 
handle, and box containing suspicious documents. 
At the house in Cross Keyin-street the police seized 
seventeen sword bayonets, 1500 ball cartridges, two 
pistols, two small packages, with the inscription 


* explosives? upon them, which, it i$ believed, |, 


contain dynamite, à second six -chambered revolver 
in a case, and several cartridges. 
of which was nailed down, was round a package 
containing 38 lb. of powder, and a large quaatity of 
blank cartridges. ln a desk were ninety rounds of 
rifle cartridges, and also 1500 bullets. On Monday 
the four prisoners were charged before the newly 
appointed magistrate (Mr. Curran) with conspiracy. 
After the evidence of the police, the case was re- 
manded until Saturday, and an application for bail 
was refused. | 

A decision of considerable importance was given 
in the chief Land Court in Dublin on Monday. It 
was moved on Saturday on behalf of the landlord, 
Captain Cramsie, that the originating notice should 
be set aside because it was served on the clerk of 
the lind agent. This, it was contended, was insuf- 
ficient service, but the Court unanimously decided 
against the motion and refased an appeal. This 
decision affects about fifteen thousand cases. 

It is announced from Dublin that a constabulary 
circular has been -issued declaring the Ladies’ Land 
League an illegal body.

Since Saturday morning snow has fallen. at 
intervals over the north and midland districts of 
Scotland, and the Grampians and other mountain 
ranges are covered from summit to base.

Both are now in the infirmary in a critical 
condition,

CRAWFORD'S BODY. 


On Monday last there was published a letter 
addressed from Margaret, Countess of Crawford and

Balcarres to her son, the present Earl, in which she 
expresses her determination, with reluctance and 
difficulty, to refuse to offer any ransom for the 
restoration of her late husband’s remains, and re- 
questing her son'to concur ir this resolution. Her 
Ladyship does not wish to create a precedent that 
might lead to a repetition of such a cruel and almost 
unheard-of crime. 

Meantime, the search for the body of the late 
Earl of Crawford has continued, the most 
remarkable feature of the quest being the 
employment of the blood-hound “ Morgan" to 
scent out the remains. © Morgan” was first taken 
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tothe Mausoleum at Dunecht, in order that he might 
scent the empty coffin well; and then left to roam 
the estate, nose to ground. The whole of the 
plantations from  Dunecht House to the East 
Lodge on the Skene turnpike road, have been 
carefully examined by the search party, ac- 
companied by “ Morgan,’ the ,hound. Mr. 
Spencer, the dog's master, states that “ Morgan’s”’ 
scent has been greatly disturbed by the scent of 
hares and rabbits on the policies. “ Morgan" is 
pictured in the Engraving a little distance from the 
Earlof Crawford'sprivatechapel, beneath which is the 
mausoleum from which the body is supposed to have 
been stolen on the night of Wednesday, Nov. 30 last. 
Dunecht House is one of the most princely mansions 
in Aberdeenshire; and, as the deceased nobleman 
was esteemed far and near, the sacrilegious act has 
elicited deep sympathy for the family and the young 
Earl,who has been indefatigable in conducting the 
search for his father's remains.

THE BALLOON DISASTER TO 
MR. POWELL, M.P. 


Mr. Henry Coxwell, the veteran aeronaut, has 
borne hearty tribute to the courage and zeal with 
which Mr. Powell, M.P., pursued his scientific 
investigations as a balloonist. It is daring such as 
Mr. Powell displayed that has won for England 
honour in the past, and will gain for Englishmen 
renown in the future. When ballooning comes to be 
a safe and ready means of transit—as it may be at no 
remote period—Mr. Powell and his contemporaries 
will be regarded as among the brave pioneers of & 
great public improvement. 

The circumstances of Mr. Powell's lamentable 
misadventure have been most trustworthily narrated 
by one of Mr. Powell's fellow-voyagers, Captain 
Templer. That gallant officer has made to Mr. 
Scott, secretary of the Meteorological Office, the 
following reportof the accident and the effort made 
to discover the missing balloon and Mr. Powell :— 


“ біт,--І regret to report that on Saturday, 
Dec. 10, I ascended at Bath, accompanied by Mr. 
Walter Powell and Mr. Agg-Gardner, at Ih. 55m. 
p.m., for the purpose of taking the temperature of 
the air, and the amount of snow in the air, for the 
Meteorological Office. 

«І cleared the snow-clouds at 4000 ft. altitude; 
the temperature of these clouds was 28 deg., and the 
wet-bulb thermometer read 96 deg. At 4200ft. we 
реа over Wells, the time being 2h. 50m. At this 

eight I worked over Glastonbury ; the temperature 
now rose to 41 deg., and the sky was perfectly clear. 
I passed then between Somerton and Langport, and 
I here found that I was in а №. W. current. І 
asked Mr. Powell to send the balloon up to 6000 ft., 
to ascertain the temperature of a small bank of 
cirrus. Ifound this temperature to be 31 deg., and 
then I asked him to place me at 2000 ft. altitude, 
regain the N. 4 W. current, and we then came in 
view of Crewkerne. I now kept at & low altitude, 
until I reached Beaminster. 

** Mr. Powell here observed that we were going at 
thirty miles an hour, and here we first heard the roar 
of the sea. The balloon suddenly rose to 4000 ft. At 
this time I said to Mr. Powell, ‘Go down to within 
100 ft. of the earth, and ascertain our exact position." 
We coasted along close to the ground until we 
reached Symondsbury. I here called to a man, and 
asked him how far the distance was to Bridport, and 
he said about a mile. lasked Mr. Powell to prepare 
to ‘take in, our now increasing to thirty-five 
miles an hour. To avoid the little village of Neape, 
Mr. Powell threw out some ballast. This took us to 
1500 ft. elevation, and we had stil two miles to 
get in. 

“I opened the valve and descended about 150 
gards short of the cliff. The balloon on touching 
thé ground dragged a few feet, and I rolled out of 
the car with the valve line іп my hand. ‘This caused 
the balloon to ascend about eight feet, when Mr. 
Gardner dropped off and unfortunately broke his leg. 
Ifound that the rope was being pulled through my 
hands, and I called to Mr. Powell, who was standing 
in the car, to come down theline. He took hold of 
the line, and in a few more seconds the line was torn 
through my hands. 

“ The balloon rose rapidly. Мт. Powell waved his 
hand to me, and I took his compass bearings, and 
found that he was going in a S. 3 E. direction. Some 
men coming up, I placed Mr. Gardner in their 
: charge; and sent word to the coastguard and Bridport 
harbourmaster to keep a good lookout, aad to go 
out with boats. I then proceeded to Bridport and 
'telegraphed to the commanding officer of Royal 
Engineers, Weymouth, to have a steamer in readi- 
ness for me to go in search. 

“І proceeded to Weymouth, and found the s.s. 
Commodore with steam up. I here received a tele- 
gram from Bridport, the harbourmaster saying that 
the balloon had been seen to drop in the sea south of 
Bridport. I atonce proceeded to sea, and searched 
the alleged place of his descent, making due allow- 
ance for t wind and current. This proved 
unsuccessful. I crossed the Channel till we sighted 


the Casquets Light, and then returned in a N.W. 
direction, ultimately reaching Weymouth about 
fivea.m. on Sunday morning, and have organised 
further search. 

“Тал of opinion that what was seen to fall into 
the sea was not the balloon, but part of the gear 
thrown out to lighten the balloon, as the balloon 
could not have fallen so close to the shore as to be 
visible at about five p.m." 


MR. POWELL, M.P. 

Mr. Powell who had just completed his thirty- 
ninth year, having been born in 1842, had sat in the 
Conservative interest for Malmesbury since Decem- 
Бет, 1863. Не wasason of Mr. Thomas Powell, of 
The Gaer, Newport, Monmouthshire. He was edu- 
cated at Rugby. Although a constant attendant in 
his place in the House of Commons, Mr. Powell's 
voice had been very seldom heard within its walls. 
For years past he had been an enthusiastic aeronaut, 
and had made numerous ascents. His relatives 
offered a reward of £200 for the recovery of the hon. 
member or his body; £100 to the first finder of the 
balloon or any portion of it; or £50 for any reliable 
information respecting the balloon or its occupant. 


THE SALADIN 

was a comparatively new balloon, having been con- 
structed by the committee at the Royal Arsenal 
about three years since, and was the largest the War 
Department had, its cubical contents being 38,000 
feet. Captain Templer, who is the senior captain of 
the 7th Battalion King's Royal Rifle Corps, formerly 
fhe 2nd Middlesex Militia, was attached to the 
Balloon Committee on account of his practical know- 
ledge of ballooning and the skill he had displayed in 
taking advantage of varying wind currents to sail in 
specified directions, The Saladin was not composed 
of silk, but of strong calico, dressed inside and out 
with oil andcolouring matter, which rendered it quite 
impervious to air and moisture. Inflated with 
hydrogen gas, it has lifted as much as 70 1b. per 1000 
cubic feet, and with coal gas 4010. per 1000. Such 
an envelope, in good condition, and only half full of 
common gas, would be capable of ворригидф the 
weight of the car and one man for several days. 


THE FATE OF MR. POWELL. 


When we went to press the belief was that the 
missing balloon must have dropped in the Channel a 
few miles south of Bridport. ‘This conelusion was 
arrived at from the fact that a great deal of gas, 
some 10,000 ft. at least, had been permitted to escape 
from the Saladin before Mr. Gardner and Captain 
Templer left the car, and that when last seen Mr. 
Powell was standing up inthe basket grasping the 
valve line. The probability is that he intuitively 
laid hold of the line when it was torn from Captain 
Templer’s grasp, and pulled the rope in order to 
bring the balloon down. The captain of the South- 
Western Company’s Channel Islands steamer, the 
Ella, which arrived at Southampton last Thursday 
sennight, when about mid-Chahnel sighted what 
was thought to be the missing balloon, but on steer- 
ing for it found it to be a dead whale, five or six feet 
out of the water, and creating an intolerable stench. 
This is supposed to be the balloon seen by fishermen 
off Cherbourg. We have heard nothing further of 
thé balloon reported to have been seen off Guernsey ; 
and the fire balloon seen off the Scottish coast turns 
out to have been a toy balloon. | 1 

Ominously from Spain came the next We 
learnt from Madrid that the Governor of der 
telegrapt ed that a captain of carabineers іп Laredo, 
a small fishing port between the Bilbao river and 
Santona Bay, stated that at half-past ten o’elock on 
Friday se’nnight a balloon passed rapidly over the 
town and castle, drifting inland towards Bilbao, and 
across the mountains of Biseay. Curiosity was 
increased when the Governor of Biscay telegraphed 
that a balloon was distinctly seen at midday slowly 
travelling east, 'over the ruins of the Convent of San 
Augustin. However, a Reuter’s telegram, dated 
Madrid, Dec. 19, said :—** She belief that the balloon 
which was recently seen in Spain has again been 
carried out to sea is considered well founded, since 
the telegrams which were received on Saturday and 
Sunday by the Observatory in Madrid all signal 8. 
and S.E. winds on the northern coast of Враш.”” 


THE FIRE AT THE RING 
THEATRE, VIENNA. 


The catastrophe of Dec. 8 was fraught with such 
melancholy significance that we have thought it de- 
sirable to publish a view of the conflagration from a 
sketch supplied by a Viennese Artist. It is now 
officially stated that 


SEVEN HUNDRED AND NINETY-FOUR 

PERSONS LOST THEIR LIVES 
in the fire at the Ring Theatre. So great has been 
the effect берди in Vienna that the other houses 
can scarcely attract sufficient audiences, in spite of 
the production of new pieces; and some of them are 
threatened with ruin, in consequence of a newly- 
issued order forbidding the giving of two perform- 
unces in one day. 


THE OFFICIAL REPORT. . 

The Common Council of Vienna held a sitting on 
Dec. 16 to take into consideration the official report 
of the Board of Works regarding the fire. ‘This 
report states that Herr Wilhelm, the chief engineer 
to the board, on arriving at the scene of the con- 


flagration, asked two policemen who were standing 
before the main door of the theatre whether any 
people were still within the building. He received 
in reply a positive statement that the whole of the 
audience had left the theatre in safety. The report 
next describes how this assertion appeared to be 
perfectly credible, because not a single person was 
to be seen at any of the entrances. Тһе men of the 
fire brigade, nevertheless, made the; way into the 
galleries in order to rescue any persous who, in spite 
of the statement to the contrary, might have been 
left behind. ‘The air was so suffocating that it was 
impossible to penetrate beyond a certain distance. 

The torches which the firemen carried went out for 
want of oxygen, and they themselves were unable to 
breathe. The report further expresses the conviction 
of all the officers of the Fire Brigade that all who 
remained in the theatre must have died very speedily 

rom suffocation, and that it is scarcely conceivable 
that anyone in the theatre could have been aiive 
when the firemen reached the scene of action. 

The Vienna Board of Works, in conclusion, ascribe 
the catastrophe to the e to communicate the 
fact of the outbreak of the fire to the Fire Brigade 
by the direct wire connecting the theatre with the 
fire station, where the news was first received after a 
considerable lapse of time from the police authorities, 
and, above all, to the fact that there was no outlet 
for the smoke and poisonous gases, except over the 
stairs, where the audience were crowded together in 
their anxiety to escape. 


THE EMPEROR AND THE FIRE. 
The Emperor of Austria has by his personal 
activity given a seasonable hint to the red-tape 


officials of the Lord Chamberlain’s office in this city. 
Since his return from 6915115, the Ешрегог has 
devoted himself most carefully to the qnestions 
arising out of the recent fire. Last Monday morn- 
ing err Uhl, Vice-Burgomaster of Vienna, 
reported verbally to his Majesty upon the occur- 
rence. The Emperorafterwards drove to the Opera- 
house, and inspected it for an hour and a half. Не 
gave several orders for the prevention of tlie dangers 
arising from fire, directing, among other things, that 
all emergency exits shall be widened, and that the 
public shall leave through them every evening. Тһе 
house was lit up as during a performance. Ніз 
Majesty visited all parts of the building, including 
the upper gallery, and had the gas turned off to see 
the effect of the oil lamps. All the other theatres 
of the Austrian metropolis are likewise being 
inspected by his Majesty, whose example ought 
certainly to be followed by Lord Kenmare—if the 
Lord Chamberlain's jurisdiction over our London 
theatres be anything better than a sham.

Тне English—and even Irish—Conservative press, 
as representing the landlord interest, are boiling over 
with wrath and indignation at the working and 
administration of the Land Bill at the hands of the 
Sub-Commissioners, and each rent-reduction is 
criticised in a manner that fully shows the strong 
bias animating the writers, And Mr, Gladstone 
comes in for his share of opprobrious abuse; for the 
Conservative Press, in their impotent anger, have 
descended to a species of Billingsgate seldom in- 
dulged in even by the most scurrilous penny-a- 
liner. After exhausting the vocabulary of reproach 
in unjust censure upon the Liberal Premier and the 
Land Act, the current of abuse is diverted to the 
Irish people, and a vile attack upon the jury system 
in Ireland is carried on ina similar strain until the 
frothy vehemence is exhausted, and the impotent 
rage—more violent for being so powerless—subsides 
gain new strength for a fresh attack.

3 Colliery Calamity for the 
Christmas Hearth, 


WHEN we circle round the bright fire at Christmas, 
the thoughts of many of us will revert to the pit- 
side of that Lancashire colliery wherein the sad 
explosion happened on Monday last. The disaster 
occurred at the 


ABRAM COLLIERY, 


near Wigan. Forty or fifty lives are estimated to 
have been lost. Тһе pit is used for the working of 
two seams of coal, the Orrell and Arley. When the 
explosion was first heard, shortly after noon on Mon- 
day, it was believed to have occurred in the Arley 
seam, in which there were 200 men working at the 
time, and this probably led to the exaggerated report 
as to the loss of life. This seam was happily 
untouched, and the damage was confined to the Orrell 
seam, where there were about seventy-five men at 
at the time. The report was heard from two to 
three miles away from the colliery, and the residents 
in the neighbourhood, many of whom had husbands, 
sons, or some relative working in the mine, at once 
rushed to the pit-bank to learn the nature and 
extent of the disaster. At the time of the explosion, 
Mr. Thomas Taylor, the certificated manager, had 
just stepped cut of the cage on to the pit-bank, on 
his return from an inspection of the whole of the 
workings, an examination which disclosed that 
everything was all right, and there was not the 
slightest suspicion that so serious а calamity 
was about to happen. The force of the blast 
smashed the glass in the weighing and lamp 
rooms on the bank of the downcast; and one 
cage, which was then at the Arley mouthing, was 
jammed so tightly in the pit that it could not be 
moved. At the upcast shaft little damage had been 
done, and the large fan by which the seams are ven- 
tilated was not in the least disarranged. It was 
noticed that after the blast had passed, the current 
of air immediately returned to its ordinary course, so 
that the interruption to the ventilation was only 
momentary. To this fact must be attributed the 
recovery of so many men working in the seams at 
the time. Arrangements were made for lower- 
ing the other cage; but it was some time before this 
was accomplished, and it was not until three o'clock 


that 

AN EXPLORING PARTY 
was ableto descend. It was then discoveredthat the 
explosion had occurred in the Orrell Pit, and the 
coal was seen to be on fire at & fall within thirty 
yards of the shaft. A second fire was also seen 
burning in another portion of the workings. The 


-workers, however, pushed on as well as they could, 


in momentary danger of a possible explosion of gas 
that might have collected behind any of the numerous 
falls, and succeeded in recovering many of the 
injured. These appeared to have been struck by the 
blast, burned by the flame, and rendered unconscious 
by the afterdamp. As one who was recovered 
exclaimed, 


ai 
“I was knocked on my back and fell asleep. I 
afterwards awoke, and managed to creep over a fall 
and make my way to the explorers.” 
For the extinguishing of the fire in the mine 
several extincteurs were borrowed from surrounding 
collieries, and they were sent down the pit and 


FOUND VERY VALUABLE. 

Many mining engineers also arrived and rendered 
assistance. Whilst the work of exploration was 
going on the voices of the men in the Arley Mine 
was distinctly heard, and they communicated the 
joyful intelligence that all of them were safe. This 
news naturally calmed the feelings of the thousands 
of people who congregated round the pit-mouth. In 
each cage from the Orrell Mine two or three injured 
were sent to the surface, and their arrival 
strengthened the hopes of those around that there 
might still be hopes for those remaining. Whilst 
this was going on men were engaged repairing the 
damage in the shaft in order to allow of a descent to 
the bottom mine. By five o’clock they were able 
to do this, when the cage was lowered gently, and 
afterwards brought to bank with a few of 

THE IMPRISONED MEN, 

who confirmed the previous news that no one was 
killed there, but two or three were injured, having 
been struck by the tubs which were blown about by 
the explosion. ‘These persons were at once sent to 
the surface, and many were the congratulations by 
thewomenastheirlong-waited-forrelatives appeared. 
One of those who had been so long below in the 
Arley Mine said they felt the *'suck," and knew 
what had happened, but no flame was seen in that 
seam. ‘They all rushed to the pit-mouth, where 
Green, the underlooker, reassured them that they 
were right, and they returned for their clothes, which 
had been left in their working places, and, by the 
advice of Green, congrega near the mouthing, in 
order to keep themselves warm. The work of recovery 
went on during the night, and many dead bodies 
were found, - | 


THE ONLY EXPLANATION 


which the most practical of the miners can give is 
that either some man must have opened his lamp, or 
have struck his pick accidentally through the gauze 
of his lamp. The pit caught fire in no fewer than 
five places after the explosion. The pit is stated to 
be in a terrible state of wreck, enormous falls of coal 
extending in some cases for upwards of two hundred 
yards. Great difficulty has consequently been 
experienced in getting out the dead, and in some 
cases it has taken hours. Most of the corpses show 
conclusively that death has resulted from the 
explosion itself rather than from the effects of the 
afterdamp. Many people watched at the pit-mouth 
all night, hoping against hope that their missing 
relatives might yet be recovered alive. About two 
o'clock on Tuesday morning 


A MOST AFFECTING SCENE 


was witnessed atthe pit-head when James Johnson 
and John Jackson, who had been given up for dead, 
were brought to the surface without having received 
any appreciable injury, and were enabled to proceed, 
unattended, to their homes, where mourning for their 
loss had already commenced.

It was on the 15th inst. The Haymarket was the 
scene of Mrs. Langtry’s triumph. T.R.H. the Prince 
and Princess of Wales, and a most fashionable 
audience, gathered at the afternoon perform- 
ance of Goldsmith’s comedy, ‘‘She Stoops to 
Conquer;" and cordially encouraged this lady 
by their enthusiastic applause of her ingennous 
rendering of the part of Miss Hardcastle. Com- 
aratively strange to ‘‘stage business," Mrs. 
angtry yet displayed a welcome ease and natural- 
ness of style that indicated practice and study alone 
are necessary to enable her to become an accomplished 
mistress of the histrionic art. Already, she had 
manifestly profited by the lessons of that delight- 
fully unconventional actress, Miss Henrietta Hodson 
(Mrs. Henry Labouchere). When the inevitable 
nervousness of the tirst few moments had vanished, 
the Miss Hardcastle of Mrs. Langtry was evidently 
recognised as a delightful performance by al) save 
the ultra rigorous critics who would be neither to her 
faults a little bliud, nor to her virtues very kind. 
Acting in company with such well-approved artists 
as Miss Larkin (the richly humorous Mrs. 
Hardcastle); as Mr. Kyrle Bellew, one of the 
very best young Marlows the modern stage possesses; 
as Mr. Lionel Brough, the laughter-moving Tony 
Lumpkin par excellence of our day; as Mr. John 
Maclean, masterly delineator of every part he under- 
takes, and particularly good in the réle of Mr. 
Hardcastle; and as Mr. George Barrett, deservedly 
popular as the least mannered low comedian of the 
first rank we now possess—having the rare advan- 
tage of being associated with these accepted 
favourites, Mrs. Langtry has keen wit enough to 
have gained much by her initial м сакау at the 
Haymarket. Perseverance under the guidance of 
the intelligent lady whose aid she is fortunate enough 
to have secured should speedily develop the talent 
Mrs. Langtry has for comedy. And—once cast 
in a new comedy which I have had the privilege 
of glancing over, and which might have been written 
especially for “ Тһе Jersey Lily"—I make bold 
to say Mrs. Langtry would well-nigh to a cer- 
tainty become the bright particular star of the next 
theatrical season in town. Anyway, Mrs. Langtry 
and the other members of that “ Conquer’’-ing 
company, not forgetting Mr. and Mrs. Bancroft (who 
Jent the theatre), have the satisfaction of knowing 
they were the means of contributing to the Royal 
Pus Theatrical Fund the substantial sum of 
400. 


Neither Madame Alias nor Mrs. May, the best- 
known theatrical costumiers, but the skilful Court 
Dressmaker of 4, New Burlington-street (е 
Mason), made the tasteful old English dresses Mrs. 
Langtry wore as Miss Hardcastle. 


Now for another fairy—the ** Fairy” іп а “Fog” 
of Mr. W. S. Gilbert's conjuring up! Any work 
that the author of ** The Palace of Truth,” “ Рур» 
malion and Galatea," “ Engaged,” and “H.M.S. 
Pinafore ?? may produce is sure to contain some quaint 
conceits worth hearing. These humours and original 
turns accordingly аге not absent from “ Foggerty’s 
Fairy," brought out by Mr. Charles Wyndham at 
the Criterion Dec. 15. Whether this daring intro- 
duction of a fairy into everyday life will be successful, 
I strongly doubt. The story, briefly put, turns on 
the complications which arise on the wedding-day 
of Dr. Foggerty and Jennie Talbot, a resolute young 
lady, who protests she will only marry a man who 
has never loved before. This qualification the doctor 
maintains he possesses till, on the eve. of his 
departure for the church, he learns that a venerable 
spinster whom he had courted would confront him at 
the altar. Would that some good fairy could 
extricate him from the dilemma! Whereupon, 
the Fairy Rebecca appears at his summons, 
and administers unto his mind diseased a potion 
calculated to blot out any objectionable passage 
of his past life. He sleeps. In_the dramatic 
‘action, confusion is made worse confounded by his 


waking to find Walkirshaw on the point of marrying 
his Jennie, and then to learn how his rival is in his 
turn baulked by the sudden appearance of an old 
flame of his, a ‘‘splendid ruin," Miss Malvina De 
Vere. How the Fairy Rebecca returns, and puts all 
right again, and restores Foggerty to his Jennie’s 
arms, must be seen to be understood. Though 
“ Foggerty's Fairy"' may be included among Mr. 
Gilbert’s least successful pieces—and that in face of 
the fact that the late Mr. Sothern .gave £3000 for 
it—the unsurpassable dash and “со” of Mr. 
Wyndham as Foggerty, well matched by the vivacity 
of Miss M. Rorke as Jennie; the charm of Miss Rose 
Saker аз the Fairy Rebecca; and the excellent 
characterisation of clever Mr. George Giddens in the 
role of Walkinshaw, coupled with the lively humour 
of Mrs. John Wood and Miss M. Daly as the 
ancient flames, have afforded Criterion audiences 
considerable amusement. 


Pantomime fays have been improving each shining 
hour at “ће Lane” and “the Garden." Some of 
the novelties being prepared by the lessees of Drury 
Lane and Covent Garden have been whispered about. 
To sharpen the appetites of the Boxing-Night 
audience which will fill Old Drury, Mr. Augustus 
Harris has in Augustan fashion announced that 
“the most powerful company ever gathered 
together has been engaged," doubtless to infuse 
new Ше into the stock-story of  * Robinson 
Crusoe," and represent with the rollicking humour 
and unflagging vigour which delighted us last 
Christmas all the moving scenes of which Robinson 
is the hero. From what I hear, Miss Fanny 
Leslie will excel herself as Crusoe; young Charles 
Laurie, Messrs. Arthur Roberts, Harry Nichols, 
Harry Payne, and the D’Aubans will manu- 
facture more than usual comic business; while 
the spirited supervision of Mr. Harris himself, 
and the skilled stage-management of Mr. Edward 
Stirling, will brilliantly crown the work. 


The musical talent of Mr. Gwyllym Crowe will 
naturally lead the Boxing-Night host at Covent 
Garden to look for something akin to Riviére’s 
memorable “© Spring” chorus. We shall not be 
disappointed in this respect. Nor shall we in others. 
My advice has been taken; and the Girards, most 
marvellous of grotesque dancers, have been engaged 
to impart a more than Vokes-like “жіп” to the 
pantomime of ‘ Little Bo-Peep," and I don't know 
how many more nursery stories, skilfully com- 
pounded, you may be sure, by Mr. William Younge, 
which rising young author will himself superintend 
the production of what promises to be the most 
unhackneyed, the freshest, and jolliest of Covent 
Garden Annuals. 


Most London theatres might profit by imitating 
the excellent management of the Surrey under MM.

CHARITIES TO HELP AT 
CHRISTMAS, 


Tur Victoria Hospital for Children, 
Queen's-road, Chelsea, and Margate, has 
relieved, since it establishment in 1866, 
5052 in-patients and 220,348, out-patients, 
and is in urgent need of help to meet 
current expenses. 

An application is made on behalf of the 
Indigent Blind Visiting Society, 27, Red- 
Lion-square, for ameliorating the con- 
dition of the destitute blind of London 
and its vicinity. ‘The society has been in 
the habit of providing these afllicted 
people with a Christmas dinner at their 
own homes, and with coals during the 
winter. Last Christmas £610 was thus 
divided among 991 blind persons. Every 
shilling subscribed goes, we understand, 
direct to those for whom it is intended, as 
the money collected is given out by the 
ordinary visitors employed by the society 
Contributions will be gratefully received 
by the secretary, Mr. W. C. Lester, 27, 
Red Lion-square, or by the bankers, 
Messrs. Williams, Deacon, and  Co., 
Birchin-lane. 

Funds are greatly needed to meet the 
current expenses of the training-ships 
Chichester and Arethusa, and the seven 
homes on shore under the, management of 
the committee of the National Refuges 
for Homeless Boysand Destitute Children, 
in which there are now nearly 1000 boys 
and girls. A sum of £10,000 will be re- 
quired by the end of the year for carrying 
ou the various operations of the society, 
towards which a little over £8500 has 
already been received. Contributions will 
be acknowledged by the London and 
Westminster Bank, 214, High Holborn ; 
and by the secretary, Mr. W. Williams, 
25, Great Queen-street, Holborn, W.C. 

‘The committee of the Cabmen’s Shelter 
Fund (subscriptions received and acknow- 
ledged at the office, 15, Soho-square) are 
anxious to build additional shelters in 
those parts of the metropolis where there 
are none at present, and appeal to the 
public for aid to build three more, for 
which £500 is required. There are already 
thirty of these places in various paris of 
London, frequented by upwards of 2009 
cabmen daily. 

The North-Eastern Hospital for Chil- 
dren, Hackney-road, relieves about 1009 
out-patients weekly. Тһе fifty-six beds 
in the new wards are nearly always full.

A LONDON TRAGEDY. 


SHORTLY before nine o'clock. on Monday 
evening the T әріне at Molyneux-street, 
Edgware-road, Police station, were in- 
formed that à man had attempted to 
murder a girl at No. 1, Southwick- 
crescent, Hyde Park, occupied by Mrs. 
Caroline Fernee, a widow, and lodging- 
house keeper, and had also attempted to 
commit suicide. Inspector Cuthbert im- 
mediately proceeded to the house, and 
found that at a few minutes, after eight 
o'clock that eyening Emil Fansclow, a 
German, twenty-two years of age, who 
had been in Mrs. Fernee's employ as 
butler for six weeks, had attempted to 
murder Clara Annie Byford, aged eighteen, 
housemaid at the house, by shooting her 
with a five-chambered revolver. 

16 appeared that at the time stated 
Fan&clow was in his pantry, and the 
servant girl Byford had occasion to go 
there for some things. The statement 


Opera Houseinthe Haymarket. **Our kind ! she made to the police of the affair was 


that she was about to leave the pantry 
when he attempted to kiss her. She re- 
sented this, wien he suddenly fired a 
revolver at her twice, the first bullet 
missing her, the second one entering her 
left breast. She ran up stairs to her 
mistress, and fell down. Other reports 
of firearms were heard by the inmates, 
who were greatly frightened thereby and 
afraid to godown stairs until Police-Con- 
stable Granville, 66 D, who was on fixed 
point duty opposite the house, entered. 
He at once went down stairs, and found 
Fansclow lying on the bed in his pantry, 
bleeding from his throat and side, he 
having cut his throat and shot himself. 
The constable saw by the man's side a 
razor covered with blood, and a five- 
chambered revolver. On seeing the 
officer Fansclow said, 

“ Where's the girl?" aud afterwards, 
“Т did shoot the girl, because I loved 
her." 

He handed the constable a letter, 
written in German, and said, 

**'Take that ; it will explain all.” 

Dr. Parker, of Hyde Park-street, having 
already been called to see the girl, In- 
spector Cuthbert, on his arrival, sent for 
Dr. H. J. Capon, of 159, Edgware-road, 
in the absence of the divisional surgeon, 
who attended to the man, and ordered the 
removal of both patients to St. Mary's 
Hospital. They were at once taken there 
in an ambulance, and admitted, and seen 
by Mr. George Mivart, the house surgeon, 
who stated that they were both in a very 
critical condition, especially Fansclow. A 
constable was left in charge of the man 
at the hospital. In Fansclow’s pocket 
was found a boxof forty cartridges similar 
to those discharged from the revolver, and 
a spent cartridge was picked up on the 
bed where the man had been lying. Mrs. 
Byford, livingat Henry-street, St. John’s- 
wood, the mother of the girl, was at once 
informed of the occurence. On Tuesday 
morning Fansclow was stated at the hos- 
pital to be in a very critical condition.
